“merely” completed 50 projects for 
explosive chemical and shell-filling 
plants. Only nine of these plants 
were privately owned, tha remainder 
owned by the people of Canada.

On October 16th the Normal 
schools at Edmonton and Calgary 
will admit students to train for a 
teacher’s War Emergency Certificate.

Do not detach K' coupon sheet, bui 
present Ration Book 4, intact to your 
distribution centre, to obtain Ration 
Book 5. 

One adult member of 4 family or 
community may obtain new ratioa 
hooks for the family or neighbors 
providing the required information is 
recorded in Ration Book 4. 

One copy of a pamphiet entitled

Canada’s Naval Power 


CANADIANS HAVE WATCHED, with pride and interest, the rapid 
expansion of the- Royal Canadian Navy during the past five years. Before 
the war, it comprised only about a dozen ships, while the personnel nim- 
bered around 1,700. Now there are hundreds of ships and the Canadian 
: Naval personnel consists of around 100,000 men. Canada is now rated as 
the fourth largest sea power in the world. Britain, the United States and 
Japan have navies larger than ours, but with the inevitable elimination 
of Japan from this list it is apparent that Canada will socn move up to} 
third place. This rapid growth in naval prestige is a remarkable one, for it 
has meant a great increase not only in the numbers of men and ships, but 
in naval bases, ship yards and the many other requisites necessary to keep | 
& pcwerful navy afloat.

The record of the Royal Canadian Navy in combat 

Record Is A is.a splendid one. Recent information given out by 

Mr. Macdonald, Minister of the Navy, pointed out 
Splendid One that 109 Canadian ships participated in the invasion 
of Europe, 10,000 of our sailors taking part in the action. Since that time 
the largest single convoy which éver crossed the ocean was moved by the 
Canadian Navy. This convoy consisted of 150 ships, and carried more than 
& million tons of vital materials to the war fronts. During the past sum- 
mer North Atlantic convoy duty was carried out entirely by Canadian ships, | 

' and in addition the Canadian Navy is credited with sinking 13 surface ships 

> and 15 submarines, and has captured or damaged 17 enemy ships. It has 
also taken part, with ships of other Allied nations, in the destruction of 
many enemy ‘craft.

Although the navy has grown with gratifying 
speed during the past few years, it is not intended 

that this development shall cease when the war 
Has Been Made is over. Canada has established a tradition as! 
a naval power which she will endeavour to maintain in the post-war years. 
Existing plans provide for a permanent naval force of some 9,000 men, | 
but the Naval Minister suggested in his report that this number should be 
raised to 15,000 and that our fleet should consist of two airplane carriers, 
two cruisers, and light destroyers. This would call for an annual expendi- 
ture of $50,000,000 which might be considered a large item in a peacetime | 
budget. That will be a matter to be decided later.

Britain Hardest Hit 


France Is Emerging From War With 
Comparatively Little Damage 

It is a strange fact that materially 
and economically, as well as in actual 
war casualties to personnel, France 
will probably emerge from this. strug- 
gle far more lightly than Britain, 
comments a London correspondent of 
the Ottawa Journal. Yet France has 
| been four years under the German 
jackboot, and Britain has happily 
escaped that ordeal. In actual war 
devastation, whether by bomb or 
shell, there can be no comparison -be- 
tween the damage wrought to French 
and British cities. Paris is virtually 
intact. London is festooned with 
ruins. More than 50,000 of the Bri- 
tish civilian population have been 
killed and about the same’ total seri- 
ously injured, not to count a far 
larger number of minor casualties. 
British casualties in the fighting ser- 
vicés have been far heavier than 
Britain has ex- 
hausted not only her overseas credits 
but hér gold reserve. France has a 
very substantial gold reserve. In fact 
France will, economically at all

; events, be in a far more comfortable 


position when peacetime problems 
have to be met, than Great Britain. 
Nobody grudges France her many 


| advantages, but it is only right that 
| there should be no illusion about the

Adult Education 
EDUCATION IS A SUBJECT OF WIDESPREAD interest here, and in 
it, as in many matters of public concern, the war has brought about a 
need for changes and improvements to meet the demands of present con- 
ditions. In this connection, events of the past four years have shown that 
there will be a need for greatly extended facilities for adult education when 
the armed services are demobilized, and the production of war materials 
ceases. The Dominion government has made provision for vocational 
re-training, and for educational opportunities for those whose studies 
were interrupted by the war, but educationalists foresee that there will 
be a need for additional facilities for instruction along the linés of citizen- 
ship, health, vocational guidance and other related subjects, 
U * * * * * 
A recent report issued by the Canada and Newfound- 
land Education Association deals at some length 
with the subject of adult education and stresses the 
For Leaders need for trained leaders for this work in the post- 
war period. It suggests that provincial departments of education and the 
extension departments of universities could assist greatly in training 
people for this work, and also in arranging courses for study groups. It 
further suggests that local school boards could be of service, for while 
the whole project would be co-ordinated in a national organization, each 
community would be required to deal with its own local requirements. 
Attention is drawn to the people's education movement in Britain which is 
supported by public funds, and to a similar organization in the United 
States, which is administered through the Office of Education.

One of its best known projects is the National Farm Radio Forum which 
is directed and financed by the Association in co-operation with the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture. Registered listening groups throughout 
the Dominion make up a weekly audience of 20,000 people, and over 16,000 
packages of study material are distributed weekly among these groups. 
The report on education strongly recommends that the Adult Education 
Association be given extended and continued support in this field.

Vital Work 


Invasion Role Was Given To British 
Women’s Institutes 

Members of British women’s socie- 
ties were able to fill many important 
jobs last month in connection with 
the invasion. The whole story of 
their gallant and untiring efforts 
cannot yet be told but some of the 
details have been released by Brit- 
ish Information Services. 

The WNaticnal Federation of 
Women’s Institutes played its part in 
the invasion by organizing and pack- 
ing the preparation for transport 
for some 375,000,000 spares for every 
kind of equipment from radio sets to 
tanks. This was done in’ odd hours 
here and there, in homes, village 
halls, empty shops and barns. The 
controller of ordinance services has 
praised the immense amount done by 
these part time workers stating that 
they made a vital contribution to- 
wards getting invasion preparations 
completed in time. 

At the same time, Women's In- 
stitute members have continued with 
their regular work of canning and 
making jam from this year’s fruit 
crop. They are also preparing to 
help with the harvest since the need 
for volunteer land workers is greater 
than ever this year.

The Quick and the Dead 


Ordinarily, it is not difficult to 
distinguish between a dead animal 
and one that is alive. With plants 
it is different. Under conditions of 
severe drought, the grass in a 
meadow or lawn may look dead; but 
only a day or two after rain it is 
obviously very much alive. Seeds 
show no signs of life until they are 
provided with conditions favourable 
to germination, and sometimes they 
may be alive, but dormant, and re- 
fuse to germinate even under appar- 
ently favourable circumstances. 

When harvest weather is fine, and 
in the absence of damage by diseases 
or insects, field crop seeds are 
usually alive. This fall, harvesting 
conditions have been very bad, in 
many districts, and frost has un- 
doubtedly damaged a good deal of 
grain. Most farmers, therefore, will 
be wise to make a germination test 
or have one made.

They will, also, accept 
samples of wheat, oats, barley, Tye 
and flax for testing in our labora- 
tory.

It is a significent commentary on the 
air offensive that they decided to 
place eight percent of their availabla 
air strength ‘against it and leave 
their armies in Russia to do as beat 
they could without sufficient air 
support, 

Then, too, I am told that one 03 
Stalin’s most precious possessions 
is a stereoscope, supplied him by the 
Pritish Air Ministry and a_ series 
of photographs showing German 
cities before and after our bombers 
have paid them a visit, They are 
a visual story of devastation, dis- 
tupted production organizations, 
wrecked plants and curtailed war pro- 
duction. They supply in some mea- 
surg at least, one of the answers to 
why the Russian armies have rolled 
forward, 

In Britain there was little concern 
over the announcement that wes 
made that Russia had made itself into 
a@ commonwealth with seventeen sep- 
arate and self-containgd “Dominions”. 
As one man pointed out this move 
was no mean compliment to the Bri- 
tish Commonwealth, as apparently 
Russia had modeled its new setup 
along the lines of the British Com- 
monwealthi. vine 

It is felt that the mova was more 
an eternal one than an external one 
Designed to encourage the people of 
the various states; a move to en- 
hance fighting morale through the 
giving of more local pride to the} 
various districts, 

‘The Russians are realists and thy 
realist realist’of them all is Stalin, 
the British think. This fact gives 
them confidence in his attitude. They

Stalin when he says that he thas no 
expansionist policies. Being a real- 
ist, he appreciates that absorption ot 
the Poles, the Roumanians and other 
peoples would give him nothing but 
continual headaches, and moreover, 
they have little that he neads or de- 
sires, 

(Russia, however, does believe tha’ 
the Curzon line should ba the bouna- 
ary and who, excepting the Pole’. 
would say that this is not correct. 
Certainly it was the British viewpoirt 
in 1918, 

The Russian attitude seems to ba 
one of “Give us the Curgon line and 
let the Poles expand to the westwari 
—even to Berlin.” If this be so the 
Poles have an opportunity of obtain- 
ing a seacoast much greater than 
they possessed in 1939, 

Perhaps one should feel a little 
sorry for the Poles, but thair at. 
titude has been an uncompromising

Mr. Anthong Eden, secretary of 
state for foreign affairs commented 
on his position freqaly during the in- 
terview our party had with him in 


his office, Subsequently ‘he repeated 


these remarks in an address in the 
House of Commons. 

Mr. Eden stated that his impression 
was that throughout our history we 
had always refused to fight a war 
to impose a certain form of govern- 
ment on a certain people. Our po- 
sition had rather been that the peo- 
ples of Europe should be free to 
choose, and when we had gone to 
war it had always been beeause onq 
man, or the state leadership of one 
man, had sought to impose this 
system on all Europe. That broadly 
was the reason we were at war now. 
‘That was accepted, not only by us 
but by our allies. Everyone of the 
exiled government had made a 
declaration that when they returned 
to their respective countries, they 
would at once subject themselves to 
thie will of their people, 
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NEXT WINTER’S FUEL— 
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The principles which he laid dowa/ 
with the assent of his colleagues in’ 
the Cabinet, were these: (1) To givé 
all practical help in our power to 
those elements in all countries which 
were, resisting the enemy; (2) To 
make clear that so far as we could 
‘exert any authority, ‘it should be 
used to ensure that these countries 
should be free to chose their own guv- 
ernments when they were liberated; 
(8) To work in the closest possible 
accord with our allies, ! 

But it always happqned that in the 
conduct of foreign affairs that ipen- 
ple agreed easily abowt a principle, 
but the moment ah attempt \was 
made to apply the * principle the 
critics said that the principle wus 
not being applied correctly.

In regard to foreign policy in gen- 
eral, Mr. Eden said that he made no 
secret of the objectives whivh they 
get themselves. The maintenance ot |.

would depend on a close and intimate 
understanding between the nations 
of the British Commonwealth, the 
United States, and the Soviet Union, 
If they .could achieve that under- 
standing then all their problems, 
however difficult could ba resolved, 
If they could not achieve it there 
was, in his judgement no hope of 
lasting peoce, 

He was not to be taken as mean- 
ing that any one of, the three had 
any justification for ignoring the 
rights of small nations—each people 
had a claim to its own life—but un- 
less those three could reach a coi: 
mon understanding ‘and accept con 
mon principles for the guidance of 
their foreign policy all mations, 
great and amall, were going to sufs 
ter, 

There were many difficulties in 
reaching even a broad basis of under- 
standing, and still, more when they 
came to apply that basis in the 
practice of parallel foreign policy, 
Geography, imposed some very stern 
limitations. All three of these great 
powers, and China, were funda- 
mentally interested in the preserva- 
‘tion of lasting peace. He was 
pleased “when he saw thq United 
| States interested in world affairs, 
Even if they angued and disagrecd 
it was infinitely to be preferred to 
the United States not taking such 
an interest. Equally with our other 
great ally; it would not be to the 
lasting advantage of the peace of 
Europe that Russia should retire ine 
to isolation. 

He stated definitely that there ws 
no foundation for the suspicion held 
by some that at Teheran or Moscow 
\we had committed ourselves to limit 
or exclude our interest in certa’n 
parts of Europe. We had not agreed 
to any spheres of influence, we had 
not been asked to agree; wa had 

{ accepted no barriers, we had not ban 
asked to accept any, ‘We were ab- 
solutely freq to interest ourselves: iti 
the affairs of all nations of Europe, 
and no spheres of influence had 
been agreed to by anyone, 
j+ Europe in the last few years had 
suffered deeply Our daily task, Mr, 
‘Edqn said, was going to be infinite 
ly hardar than after the last wav. 
‘We would strive to use al] our 
influence and authority to bring 
about friendship between allies where 
‘friendship was indispensable to the 
future continuance of peace, Wa 
would ‘do our utmost to use, our fi- 
fluenve so that Europe might regain 
its corporate life, and so that in- 
dividual nations might regain their 
individual life. That was the policy on 
which the British government was 
engaged. He could promise this-- 
plenty of difficulties, plenty of disap- 
pointment, much deception, in the 
times that lay ahead, He did not 12- 
member any period when foreign 
policy was so difficult as it was now. 
We would use all our strength to 
pursue the objgctives he had men- 
tidned and he trusted that we might 
not fail. j
